1968 Alumni Meeting

orthopaedics. In spite of the previous day’s combination snow, 
wind and rainstorm, 196 registered guests from various parts of 
the country managed to fill the Second Floor Lecture Hall to 
Capacity. 


Dr. Carroll B. Larson, Surgeon-In-Chief Pro-Tempore, delivered 
The Fifth Philip D. Wilson Orthopaedic Lecture entitled, “When 
Arthroplasty”. Dr. Larson is currently Professor of Orthopaedic 
Surgery and Chairman of the Department of the University of 
lowa Medical School. He is a former President of the American 
Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons and is the author of many 
published papers in his related field
